time  in  corned  $ind,  and  agfts-i  if  tfjere  toere  any  Gentleman  tfjat 
toent  for  London,  tfje  $off  anftoeced  tfjere  toa.s*  one  45entfeman 
alone,  and  fje  toould  be  glad  of  any  good  company.  3>o  Mi  no 
toent  up  to  tfje  <©entfeman’£  Cfjamber,  and  faluted  fjim,  tofjo 
faid,  &ir,  fit  doton  and  31  toifl  tell  you  fjoto  3|  toag  robbed  to 
day,  31  ourjt  fjabe  ftoorn  tfjat  you  fjad  been  tfje  man,  but  tfjat  % 
fee  your  fjair  i£  fbort,  and  jjijS  fjair  toajS  long,  fir,  faid  Ifind,  do 
you  finoto  fjig  fjorfe ;  ye£,  bery  toeff  fatd  tfje  gentleman,  to 
fatigfie  you,  faid  $ind,  you  fball  fee  mine.  <f>o  $ind  toent 
doton  and  fetcfjed  fjiti  fjorfe  out  of  tfje  (table,  and  agfied  tfje 
gentleman  if  tfjat  toere  tfje  fjorfe,  fje  anftoered,  g,  %  tfjat  i£ 
tfje  fjorfe,  tfjen  faid  f|ind,  %  cannot  flay  toitfj  you  to  nigfjf, 
if  you  finoto  my  fjorfe  better  tfjen  myself,  fo  bid£  fjim  good 
nigfjt.

cut  open  tfjeir  $ortmautfe£,  anb  took  out  tfje  monep  anb  tping 
tfje  25ag£  together,  laib  tfjem  before  fjim  anb  rib  fufffpeeb  atoap.

prifoner,  tfje  parfon  erte.rf  out,  &pare  mp  life,  anb  pou  fbnll 
babe  all  mp  monep :  no  firtab,  faib  tbe  gentleman,  toe  toil!  babe 
pou  bangeb  5  tafjat,  a  parfon,  anb  cob  on  tbe  bigbtoap :  Cbep 
pcefenttp  bail  tjim  to  tbe  nect  3Ju|iice  of  peace,  tobicb  toa.s  beep 
neat;  toben  f je  came  before  tbe  jufiice,  tbep  tolb  b'm  that  tfjep 
toere  cobbeb  of  ttoo  bunbeeb  pounb*,  anb  that  tbte  parfon  toajS 
one  of  tbe  Cbiebe;*.  Cbe  Suffice  marbelleb  that  fucb  an 
apparent  tefiimonp  fboulb  come  againff  tbe  parfon  of  fjiti 
partfb.

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afigfjt;  fo  fje  got  on  fjiS  oton  fjorfe  and  leapt  obcr  tfje  Ditcfji  ana 
tofjen  fje  toaS  on  tfje  otfjet  fide,  fje  faid,  fit,  pou  toould  gibe 
ttoentp  pounds  to  fee  Hint),  ana  noto  pou  fjabe  feen  fjim,  tfje 
otfjet  ten  pounds;  toaS  foe  riding  of  mp  Ijotfe.  4bo  note  SI 
tfjinfi  pou  fjabe  feen  eriougfj  of  fjim,  and  fo  faretaeff* 


CHAP.  VIII. 

How  Hind  robbed  a  Parson  of  40  Pounds,  which  he  had 
in  the  Collar  of  his  Doublet. 

H(  riding  from  Cobentrp  totoardS  ^London,  bp 

petto  tfjiebcS  teas;  rob’d  of  fji^  filber,  but  fjabmgfortp  pounds 
in  gold  about  fjim,  refolded  to  go  on  fji^  joutnep,  and  as  fje  rode 
Hind  obertoob  fjim,  and  ashed  tfje  patfon  tofjicfj  toap  fje 
trabelled,  tfje  $arfon  told  fjim  tfjat  fje  fntended  for  Eondon,  but 
faps  fjf>  tbias  almofi  prebented,  for  to  dap  3  bias  robbed  of 
5  pounds  tn  ftlber,  and  tfje  JinabeS  left  me  but  fibe  IMltngS  in 
all  to  beat  mp  charges*  <tiir,  faid  Hind,  3  bias  rob’d  of  a 
little  monep  to  dap,  a  man  toaS  as  good  let  tfjem  fjabe  it  quietlp 
aS  endanger  ones  life  to  resift,  but  3  teas  cunniug  enougfj  to 
jjide  mp  gold  in  mp  boot  before  fjand  5  nap,  3  beliebe  faid  tfje 
J^atfon  mine  is  as  fafe,  for  3  babe  quilted  it  in  tfje  collar  of 
mp  doublet.  Hind  toaS  not  a  little  glad  tofjen  fje  did  fjeat 
tofjere  fjiS  gold  lap*  but  being  near  tfjeir  3nn  (!KP  fupt  together

to  tfje  furtherance  of  fji£  efcape,  to  tof)icfj  fje  anftoered,  Cfjat  be 
nebec  fato  tfje  Bing  ftnee  the  ftgfjt  at  |©otcefier,  neither  bncto 
Ije  of  bM  getting  tfje  field,  but  teas  glad  to  Ijear  that  fje  fjad  made 
fo  bappp  an  efcape,  after  fome  time  toa£  fpent  about  IjM  eramt* 
nation  t’toas  ordered  fje  fbould  be  fent  prifonet  to  tfje  Cate* 
fjoufe  till  tfje  nept  dap*  &C  tfje  nept  dap  bp  fpecial  order  from 
tfje  Council  of  &tate,  be  toaji  brought  from  tbence  in  a  coacij, 
toitb  iron  bolts  on  fjte  leg&  Captain  Compton,  and  ttoo  other 
J8effenger£  belonging  to  the  &tate  guarding  |jim,  and  about 
ttoo  of  the  eloefi  in  the  afternoon  be  tow  put  into  Betogate 
tobetc  be  lap  till  the  nept  ^efeionei.

B  ifptdap  the  I2tb  of  IBeeembec  1651,  Capt.  $tnd  rna^

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Oiberj>  queftion*  to  at  propounded  unto  Ijirn  concerning  Ijtf  fife 
and  congelation :  fjc  anfvoered  toljat  he  confefled  before  tfje 
Council  of  <§tate,  the  lifce  he  acfcnotoledged  to  that  honourable 
Court,  ptotefiing  h$  innocent?  in  an?  matter  of  Jfact  or  Crime 
ftnee  tfje  peat  1649,  toitljinanpof  tfje  parliaments  dominions. 
&o  Ijc  toag  Oifmi|i  from  that  place,  and  on  IHonda?  the  l .  of 
J&arcfj  1651,  he  toaS  carried  in  a  Coach  from  Uetogate  to 
heading :  toljereupon  3©ednefdap  follotoing  Ije  bias  arraigned 
before  the  right  honourable  kludge  iParberton  for  hilling  one 
pool  hiS-eompanion  at  hnotol,  a  little  ISJillage  in  that  countr?; 
after  ebioence  giben  in  againii  h’*w  fje  bias  found  quit?  of 
JHanflaugfjter,  and  condemned  to  dpe,  but  on  the  nert  morning 
the  act  of  oblibion  being  fent,  acquitted  all  former  offences,  onln 
the  3Jnbictment  of  high  Creafon  again|i  the  &tate>  and  for 
that  tfact  he  bias  carried  to  i©orcc|fer,  and  there  draton  hang’d 
and  quartered  on  iPridn?,  ,§>ep.  24,  1652. 

Thus  Fate  the  great  Derider  did  Deride,
